C hicago, 
Dec. 20. — “ Mercy on me, there 
can not be a God, or He would not 
let such 
trouble come,” piteously moaned a slender 
little woman, as she lay back with an air of 
utter exhaustion in a chair in the Twelfth 
street police station, her slender finger« pick­ 
ing nervously at the gray fur upon the cloak 
she had not yet laid aside. She was Mrs. Ida 
Macauley, and but a few hours before she 
had shot and killed her husband, William 
Macauley, in their pretty little home at 91 
Arlington place, and by her insane act had 
brought a sad Christmas to a once happy 
family, which only a short year ago gathered 
in perfect peace and good will, ail their rela­ 
tives about the board in the same rooms 
where the tragedy was enacted. 
It is the old, old story, a faithless husband 
and a jealous wife, whose troubles unsettled 
her reason completely and drove her to take 
the final judgment into her own hands. 
Four years aiio Ida Mackin was a very 
pretty little lady with brown hair, bluo eyes 
and attractive manner. 
She was living with 
her sister, Mrs. Wright, and tiring of an in­ 
active life secured a position as cashier in a 
Twelfth street grocery house. 
Macauley was 
a clerk there, and their friendship ripened 
into love, and three years ago they were 
married. 
He had secured a position before 
that time with Bartholomew & Roesing as 
bookkeeper, 
at 
a 
good 
salary, 
and 
their pretty 
little 
home 
at 
91 
A r­ 
lington street was always liberally pro­ 
vided for. They occupied the second story flat, 
and in its furnishings and fittings it showed 
evidence of a loaned taste and an open 
purse. 
Tho first cloud that cast a shadow on th dr 
happy home was seen two years ago, when 
their boy was born, and M acauley refused to 
stay at hom> tw o nights before tha t ev ent. 
In the m eantim e her brother, Jam es Mackin, 
had m arried Molly Thompson, the handsome 
d aughter of a 
west side dressm aker, aud 
M acauley had helped establish him in ac lg a r 
busines.% 
Sirs. 
M ackin 
was 
healthy and 
hearty, and hav ing just become a 
m other 
herself, nursed aho her sist.r-m -iaw ’s child. 
Though suspecting nothing, Mrs. M acauley 
was ev en then jealous, and w ith v ery good 
cause, us subsequent ev ents prov ed. 
M acau­ 
ley’s affection for her and lov e of home 
waned perceptibly, but she did not then sus­ 
pect ar.y infidelity. 
D uring the past year, 
how ev er, lie n g'ected his home so constantly 
tha t *it nearly drov e her wild, and bat a 
short tim e ago her suspicions v v ero directed 
tow ard Mi's. M ackin, her handsom e sister-in- 
law, as tho woman who was robbing her of 
her husband’s lov e. 
T heir baby girl cam e 
only four m onths ago, and the incessant 
w orry ov er her neglect and fam ily cares re­ 
duced the once pretty little lady alm ost to a 
skeleton, a frightened, anxious look being 
seen in her eyes through gold-bowed glasses, 
and her skin of ashy paleness being draw n 
tig htly ov er the once plum p cheeks. 
A bout eight weeks ago Mrs. M ackin disap­ 
peared from her home, and after a long and 
anxious search she was found to be liv ing 
w ith M ac.iuley as his wife a t 212,’ j- South 
Sangam on street. 
L ate S aturd ay aitarnoon 
M ackin swore out a w arran t for tho arrest 
of the pair for adultery. 
Constable Iv es 
found Mrs. M ackin a t the abov e num ber and 
took her before tho justice, where she was 
held for exam ination in 
$590 
Lends and 
taken’ov er to tho jail. 
Friday Mrs. Macauley hud learnol the 
true state of affairs and becam e nearly fran­ 
tic with grief. 
When her husband did not 
come home that night she became desperate 
and at 2 o'clock in the morning she rushed to 
Mrs, \Vright’s house. 
Tho latter says Mrs. 
Macauley was then incoherent and appar­ 
ently crazed by her trouble, and it was with 
groat difficulty they could induce her to re­ 
turn to her children. 
Some time Saturday 
morning, she does not know jnst when, Mrs. 
Macauley started down town and consulted 
some lawyer, she can not remember who. 
Then she went to Pinkerton, who told her 
she could only have her husban l and his 
paramour arrested, and they could get out 
on bail. 
She then tells the story as follows; 
” 1 was afraid they were going to run 
away, and I did love him so. 
O, I wish I 
had never, never seen him. 
My poor babies. 
When I was going down Ilalsted street from 
Madison I saw a revolver in the wiudow of a 
shop. 
I thought I would end my own 
troubles with it. 
I bought it, and I think 
the man must have loaded it, though I don’t 
remember. 
I went by the house where I 
knew that woman lived, and it made me feel 
desperate. 
I went on home and just as I got 
there ^ reporter came aud asked about the 
trouble. 
Will was at home, and I went out 
into the other room with him.

He said it was.

“ Yes I do, Ida; I can’t help it.

Molly, and must stick to her.”
